Instead of paying 
them money, she gave them board, the 
only commodity she had. When she 
stepped into the street yesterday and 
gazed upon her home, blossoming in 
the sunshine, she felt a heart full of 
satisfaction. She had realized her long- 
ing for a home without an incum- 
brance. 


Every piece of lumber in the builld- 
ing was sawed and fitted by her. She 
found it necessary to employ a car- | 

nter to raise the studding upon the 
rick pillars she had laid. He aso 
assisted her in stringing the rafters | 
and putting the framework in plumb. | 
His bill amounteg to $150. Mrs. Cook | 
erected the scaffolding on whieh she 
worked to nail on the siding. The | 
house was also shingled by her with- 
out assistance. She tinned the valleys, 
and never a drop of rain found its way 
to the inside. 

After lathing the house she found it 
necessary to hire a plasterer. Mrs. 
Cook worked in the capacity of hod- 
carrier, but never carried a union card. 
She never had a strike. She also made 
the mortar. The plasterer’s bill was 
Mi, and he took it owt in board. He 
also finished a chimney. after she had 
nearly completed it, because he wanted 
to heip her. 

GOOD WORKMANSHIP. 


Nearly every joint in the house 


able to hang the doors, but put on the 
locks. In like manner she stained 
the window casings and sills. 

Under the house she constructed a 
cellar, hauling the dirt out herself in 
a wheelbarrow. She cemented it and 
uses it for summer purposes. After 
the stair casings were placed by car- 
penters, Mrs. Cook completed them, 
both upstairs and down cellar. 

The flooring was also laid by Mrs. 
Cook. In several rooms she waxed the 
boards, giving it the appearance of 
hard wood. Where she did this she 
uses rugs to carpet the rooms. 

From top to bottom Mrs. Cook's 
house la as neat and clean as a summer 
girl's White frock.

She has 
collected it during her lifetime, and all 
that she owns in worldly wealth is in 
this house. 

Strangest of all, Mre. Cook lives 
alone in her nine-room house. She has 
been a widow for several years, but 
has a family of grown children.

And men, who perhaps them- 
selves have been forgetful of the little 
amenities of life, which women crave 
but never ask for til] their nerves and 
minds are shattered, told him he had 
done well. 

Men and women wrote 
about the case. startling in ite sim- 
plicity and its awful significance. One 
woman wrote to her attorney, inclosing 
a check and directing him to learn if 
Mrs. Blanchard’s material needs were 
met and to use the money, if re- 
quired, to pay for her care in a sana- 
torilum tin peace and quiet and “a 
little kindness” should restore her 
nerves and mind to health. 

Mra. Mary Blanchard, imploring the 
judge not to send her to an asylum; 
trying with halting epeech to show the 
need of her nature in its sickness, 
could not know how her thoughts would 
be answered by thousands. 

The insanity complaint was sworn 
to by her husband, W. W. Bianchard, 
of Whittier, on August 22 It is as 
follows: 

“This woman ie violent, and threat- 
ens suicide; is noisy and cries at times. 
and tries to get away from home and 
requires restraint. Thinks that all the 
members of her family are trying to 
get rid of her.” The complaint states 
further that the subject is 50 years of 
age, and came here with her husband 
from Colorado, four months ago. It 
says she cried at times, but it did not 
eay thet she had lost a child. It seid 
some things, apparently true, but it 
left some deever truths unsaid. 

Mrs. Blanchard was brought before 
the Insanity Commission on August 26, 
with Judge Hutton trying his first in- 
unity cases. She did not venture to 
deciare herself sane, in the face of 
the impressive preparations to deter- 
mine the question by scientific and 
legal methods. She sald she did not 
think she was insane.

RECONSTRUCTED STONES PUZZLE 
THE EXPERTS. 


They Have Been on the Lenden 
Market for Ten Years and Have 


Proved so Deceptive That Dealers 
Had to Refuse to Handle Them to 
Protect Their Customers.

Reconstructed rubies are made from 
dust and small chips in the following | 
manner: Tiny genuine rubies and ruby | 
cuttings—of the same shade of color—_ 
are selected, and are reduced to a fine 
powder in an agate mortar. A small 
quantity of the wder is placed on 
a steel disc, which is rapidly revolved | 
by suitable machinery; then small | 
flames of exygen and acetylene gases 
are directed on the powder. Great care 
is needed in the management of these 
gases, otherwise they will explode. | 
The heat is intense, and the ruby pow. | 
der melts. As it fuses a further small | 
quantity ts added, and the process is 
continued until a sufficient quantity 
for a small cone—perhaps three-quar- 
ters of an inch in height-—is obtained, 
when it is put into hot sand and al- 
lowed to cool slowly. The ruby is, in 
fact, being annealed, and the process 
occupies at least three days. 

The longer the time the more tena- 
cious is the stone, and a week's an- 
nealing would no doubt be better than | 
the three days. The result is a small, | 
hard, ruby-colored cone, from which 
the stone for setting can be cut. It 
corresponds to the natural stone in ev- | 
ery respect, with the one exception al- 
ready noted. It is the same specific 
gravity. the same harduess—diamond 
dust being necessary for cutting it | 
and, lastly, it ie dichroic; that ia. when 
viewed through the dichroscope, it 
shows two colors, maroon and cochi- 
neal, as does the natural stone.

WATER RATES EXCESSIVE. 
At the present time, the water rates 
in the city are excessive. The present 
system collects a flat rate for every 
fixture upon property on the highest 
basis used in any + municipality 
on the Pacific Coast, the average 
household being charged about $4 «a 
month, with a meter rate of 3 cents 
per 1000 gallons. 
During October there is to be held in 
Phoenix a convention of business men 
from all parts of the Territory.

“Rear-Admiral Mason, at the head of 
ordnance, has done exceedingly good 
service in supplying efficient sights for 
the guns, but the range-finding and fire 
patrol apparatus are still: wholly un- 
satisfactory. Range-finders that can- 
not give the distance of a hostile ship 
within an area of less than 500 yards 
are, if not wholly useless, altogether 
inefficient, for this res is than 
twice the area of a twelve- gun at 


6000 yards. 

At is obvious, therefore, that such an 
error would very seriously affect the 
shooting efficiency of our ships. Luckily, 
new and admirably efficient apparatus 
has been devised and ordered, and in 
time our fleets will escape this disad- 
vantage. But it seems to be undesir- 
able that this great flect should be sent 
to the Pacific Coast at an extra cost 
of hundreds of thousands of dollars for 
coal, when, as a matter of fact, it is 
not fit for battle.“

Most people never think about where 
the theater admission slipe come from, 
or, if they do think, imagine that they 
are printed here. Time was when 
locally printed tickets were the rule:

used in Los Angeles come from there. 
San Francisco used to furnish them, 
but the earthquake put that town off 
the map in this respect.

In whatever place he 
tickets made, the house manager has 
a plat of his showshop, giving the 
number, row and iécation of every 
coupon seat in it. This is registered 
and filed, and all thereafter needful is 
a wire to fetch any specified set of 
tickets desired. tickets are 
printed from forms made up to im- 
press a large quantity at one turn of 
the press, and are numbered auto- 
matically by a machine that changes, 
according to the rules whereby it is 
set, which depend upon the seats in a 
row, rows in a house, and the like. The 
machinery is expensive and compli- 
cated, and ticket printing is really a 
separate and intricate branch of the 
ypographica! art. 


Tickets come to the box office man 
in bundles, each day or performance 
by itself. His first duty after open- 
ing a bundle is to count every ticket 
in it, for he is responsible for the ca- 
pacity,” or known number of seats in 
the house, and it is upon him that a 
shortage will fall. 

Having counted and verified them, he 
next “nests” or “racks” them. That 
is, for a week ahead he puts each per- 
formance’s coupons & separate 
drawer or rack. Nesting tickets is a 
tedious job, and may lead to seriour 
mistakes in selling if not done with 
accuracy. He then draws forth and 
puts away all seats covered by stand- 
ing orders for that performance. 

In each drawer ts usually a small

AT HOME WITH DIAMONDS. 


GEM MAKERS. 


WOMEN EXCEL IN DIAMOND CUT- 
TING INDUSTRY. 
> 
While Men Do the Splitting the 
Women Take the Divided Sections 
end Perfect Them, Working for 
Very Small Wages as Compared 

With American Prices for Labor. 


Women have always excelled in the 
art of wearing diamonds. but how 
many people know that they excel in 
the art of cutting them, too? Yet they 
do. Word comes from Amster dat in 
the annual report of Frank D. Hill, 
Consul at tat Dutch port, that in a 
grea* diamond-cutting factory there, 
women are enrusted with the most 
delicate and difficult part of the proc- 

It is an important industry in Am- 
sterdam, is diamond cutting. Thou- 
sands of the gems that come from the 
mines in South Africa are taken to 
that city to be split and cut and pol- 
ished, made over from rough stones 
into the sparkling wells of light that 
shine on women's necks. In this fac- 
tory where women are employed over 
400,000 diamonds were cut and pol- 
ished in one year. For thirty years 
only men were employed, but, in 1875, 
as an experiment, a few women were 
taken on, and so dexterous did they 
prove that now the most important 
part—the cutting of the diamonds—is 
done by them. 

When the rough gems come in they 
are first taken in hand by men. They 
do the splitting—that is. divide the 
stones that have flaws into pure and 
flawless gems. The men do this by 
hand, holding the diamond, which has 
been firmiy waxed a littie frame, in 
one hand, and with the other pressing 
the diamond-tipped tool on the weak 
spot where the flaw is in the stone. 

Then the women take the divided 
sections and perfect them. It is a tick- 
lish task, this diamond cutting, and 
trying to the eyes. Some of the dia- 
monds are so minuté that 400 of them 
“1 weigh less than half a carat. Yet 
even the most infinitesimal angie on 
their surface must be detected and cut 
of. The diamonds are still held by 
being waxed in a little frame, and be- 
fore the women burn jets of gas ready 
to be used when melted wax is needed. 
For eight hours a day the women 
work, skilifully wielding their little 
pear-shaped diamond-tipped tools. And 
they receive for this work the mag- 
nificent remuneration of from & to 
guilders ($5.21 to $8.04) a week. To be 
sure, living is not so expensive in 
Amsterdam as it is in America, and 
these women have at least a pleasant 
place to work in.

so closely to the venerable past. Nine-tenths of the 
Jews today are of the orthodox stamp, and it is among 
these alone that we are able to learn what are real Jew- 
ish customs, for it is they who have handed down from 
antiquity those peculiar usages that render orthodox 
Jewish worship both interesting and instructive to the 
Gentile observer. 

One of the most sacred and interesting objects used by 
the plous Jew today is his phylactery, so often men- 
tioned in the Bible as a prominent article of ancient 
Jewish devotion. The phylactery is of two kinds, one 
being for the head, the other for the left arm. Each 
one consists of a little box-like receptacle containing 
Hebrew inscriptions written on parchment. The head 
phylactery is made of four sections, bound together so 
as to appear to be just one square box,

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When the orthodox Jew rises from bed in 
he first washes his hands to cleanse them of all ritual 
defilement, then puts on his large tallith, or prayer 
shawl, and finally “lays” his phylacteries, first devoutly 
kissing them. Every orthodox male Jew over 13 years 
of age is supposed to possess a phylactery, but all mourn- 
ers, bridegrooms, lepers and excommunicated persons 
are forbidden to don it, while Jewish women and girls 
are always exempt, as are also scholars while at study. 

The Hebrew writing on the phylactery parchment is a 
fine specimen, generally, of the art of the professional 
Hebrew scribe. It is required by the rabbinic law that 
the writing be in very black ink, made of galinut. The 
letters must be of uniform size, and no corrections are 
allowable. If any mistake be made by the scribe in pen-

The little tallith of the Los Angeles Jew is, after all, 
nothing but the shortened outer robe of common life of 
Bible days, piously preserved for the sa 
corner tassels. The modern Jew wears his arba kanfoth 
80 as to be able to obey Moses’ command to wear tassels 
in the four corners of every square garment. His piety 
wholly centers in these corner fringes, not in the 


neath their outer clothing. 
The form of the Catholic scapular, worn by 
Christians, has a history quite similar to that of the

THE GASOLINE WEED BURNER. 
| How to rid its right of way of weeds so tall, rank 
and troublesome as to interfere with operation of trains 
has been solved on the Union Pacific Railroad by the 
invention of a machine that does the work of 300 men 
a day. The new gasoline weed burner covers twenty- 
five miles in twelve hours, while heretofore it has re- 
| quired a gang of sixteen men, working a full day, to cut 
the weeds from a single mile of track. 

The weed burner is built entirely of steel, with regula- 


| propelling the car and pumping the air which forces the 
| gasoline to the burners spreading out near the ground. 
| When at work the weed burner runs three or four miles 
an hour, but can make a speed of from tweive to fifteen 


miles, and is handled on the road under regular train 


orders. 

Tanks carried on the car platform contain enough gas- 
oline for a days run. Through rows of burners spread- 
ing well beyond the rails the flaming gasoline is forced 
_ downward into the weeds, killing root and branch, while 
the old process did not stop future growth. 

| It is not uncommon on western branch lines, sidings 
and commercial tracks to see weeds from three to seven 
_ feet high, which form a great obstruction to train” move- 
ment. cause slippery rails and make operation difficult. 
| The Union Pacific's weed burner is therefore the solu- 
tion of a serious railroad problem.—[New York Herald.

All buff 
breeds being essentially “made” varieties, there is a 
constant reversion to the parent blood, resulting in 
black, white, and a mealiness or grain in the plumage 
that constantly vitiates the purity evenness of 
buff color. Then again there are so many shades of 
buff, veering from a pure lemon yellow to a golden bay 
and orange red, that scarcely two flocks or strains in 
the hands of different breeders ever show the same 
shade of color. The “off” colored feathers usually be- 
come black or white, and often both in the same bird. 
If this does not result, the plumage is often muddy or 
mealy in appearance, which is often worse, because the 
entire plumage is quite apt to be bad in a single bird. 
The aim of the skilful breeder is to produce birds that 
shall be uniform in degree of buff, on the surface as 
well as in under color.

Land producing 
such a forest as thie could hardly be put to a better 
use, since timber is the easiest of all crops to raise and 
will never go begging for a market. It does not take a 
lifetime to get results. Catalpa often reaches a post 
size in from eight to ten years. Eucalyptus makes a 
heavy yield of fuel in seven years, and the crop should 
nearly always be cut before ten years. From the man- 
ner in which our natural timber has been cut it is clear 
that each region will have to be made as nearly self- 
supporting in timber growth as possible. The

Wood- 
ruff’s conclusions may be briefly summed up as follows: 


“All life came from the sea, where it was protected 
from strong light. 

“All animal cells outside the lung are marine, and 
can live only in a salt solution. They arose in the 
oceans, protected from light, and must be protected from 
light forever.’ | 

“In man, the pigment of the skin has been evolved for 
protection against the dangerous invisible actinic rays 
beyond the violet end of the spectrum, which would 
otherwise penetrate the body and destroy the proto- 
plasmic cells. 

“The darker the pigment, the greater the amount of 
sunlight that can be endured. 

“Sunlight is not necessary to health, as is shown by 
the vigor of miners who spend their days underground. 

“Sunlight is a valuable stimulant, dangerous in ex- 
cess, even in the temperate zone. 

“The nervousness of Americans is due to the stimu- 
lant of sunshine; the phlegm of people in cloudy coun- 
tries is due to their not being so much exposed to this 
stimulant.” 

As the editor said, in reviewing the book, he believes 
that Maj. Woodruff does not attach sufficient impor- 
tance to the adaptability of man to changed conditions. 
Did the human race not possess this wonderful adapta- 
bility, it would have been swept off the face of the earth 
millions of years ago. As to pigmentation of the skin, 
nature soon provides that. Often one day’s exposure to 
a warm sun will effect a remarkable change in the skin, 
and the complexion of an old southwestern prospector 
could scarcely be distinguished from that of an Indian.
